DETAILED ACTION 
Reason for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1 and 4 are allowable over prior art of record. 
Claims 2, 3, 5, and 6 depend from claims 1 and 4, therefore, are allowable. 

Independent claims 1 and 4 recite the limitation of: 

"...calculate a color correction quantity to match tone and brightness of the non- 
degenerated region in the specimen with the counterparts of the non-degenerated 
region in the standard specimen, and correcting the image data of the specimen with 
the color correction quantity". 

The closest reference of US 4,741,043 to Bacus discloses a method and 
apparatus for image analyses of biological specimens, where extracting cell objects on 
the basis of gray level information. However, this reference either by itself or by 
combination with other references does not teach the calculating of color correction 
quantity to match tone and brightness of the non-degenerated region in the specimen 
with the counterparts of the non-degenerated region in the standard specimen, and 
correcting the image data of the specimen with the color correction quantity.
